VVASmN(;T()N. Nov 21 (AP)- 
The nations of western tluropc now 
httve it in tfleir power to rock the 
AMviaM iMSolil fyiteiii any day. 

All that ftMids between crisis tad 
•lnbilUy is an intangiblp called "t>on- 
fidence' -confidrnce that th<' V. S.

Foreijjn governments ami their 
citizens own ahont 18 billion dollars 
of UiK-le Sam's moaey. Most of these 
dolifi MV ovnnd hy wnlm Eurk 
pMns And svB dopoillod ov lii¥6ilBd 
in the United States. Theoretically, 
all could be uaad to buy AiMdoM 
gold.

Such a dhaitar k virtually impot- 
fible. 

For one thing, foreigners do lo 
much business with the United States 
that they conldn t afford tO ex^MUlge 
all their dollars for ^old.

the faee world iiOBPiiiy* 

This docn't mean, however, Aat 

the current anxiety over Uncle Sam's 
persistriit loss of ^old is misplaced. 
Thf Minpk' fact is that forri^m-rs 
c-ould cause a major crisis merely by 
eichanging a relatively small propor- 
tion of their dblltrs for gold in the 
span of a few days.

It is this possibility which last 
wrri. prompte<l Pri'sideiit Ki.scMihower 
to in)|)ose niiprcccdeutrd restrictions' 
on spending abroad under thi* mili- 
tary and foraign aid programs. Hif 
aim was to lessen dw number of 
dollars moving into foreign hands; 
dollars that could be viad to buy 
American gold. 

Since July 1, foreigners ha\ e been 
buying American cold at the ra|e 
of 3.8 billion dollars a year. Since 
Aug. 1, tlicy liave been ordering at 
an annual pace of 4.1 biUon dcdlars. 
Since Sept. 1, die rate has risen to 
4.7 billion. Since Oct. 1, the flow of 
hnllton has hit u spectacular annual 
rate of 5.9 billion. 

Compare this huN iitii with the rr- 
inainiuK V. S. ^old supply: IH billion 
dollars of which 11.3 billion must, 
by law, remain in government hands 
as backing for part of the money 
supply. 

It wouldn't take long to use up 
the cushion available for meeting 

for»'iKn orders. And once Uncle Sam 
had to turn away customers, th«' dol- 
lar would uo longer be as gcxxl as 
gold. 

Of course, the buying rate of 
recent weeks may sladwn and per- 
haps drop sharply. 

The point is, however, diat no 
one can foretell the future.
